As long a s the m arket p ric e rem ains 
at the established price, fa r m e r s would 
get no cash from the governm ent. But 
if the established price falls below the 
market price, the governm ent would 
make up th e difference. 
The established prices, se t at $2,28 a 
bushel for w heat, $1.53 p e r bushel for 
corn and 43 c e n ts per pound for cotton, 
would bt* adjusted annually for five 
years. T h e set dairy price, which 
varies for products, will In* in effect for 
only one y e a r.

W heat estim ates 
expected to rise 


W A SH IN G T O N 
(A P )

The 
Agriculture Department is scheduled 
to publish today <3 p.m. E D T May IO) 
an estimate of U.S. winter wheat 
production this year, including the 
outlook for per acre yields as of May I. 
Although the first official field 
estimates for 1973 output of spring- 
planted wheat are not due until July, 
the winter wheat figure will give a idea 
how this year’s over all crop is shaping 
up. 
Last March, when U SDA published 
farm planting intentions for various 
crops, wheat production this year was 
projected at a record of 1,732 billion 
bushels, 12 per cent more than farmers 
harvested last year and 7 per cent more 
than the previous high of 1.618 billion in 
1971. 
The March figure included a winter 
wheat estimate actually made last 
December— of 1.278 billion bushels, 
which also would be a new high. 
Projected in March on the basis of ex­ 
pected acreage and yield trends, the 
1973 crops of durum and other spring 
wheat were put at around 454 million 
bushels. 
If in the proportion of 1.7 billion 
bushels or larger, the 1973 crop of all 
types of wheat would go a long way in 
replenishing U.S. supplies. Those 
reserves, drained off by record ex­ 
ports, are expected to be the lowest in 
six years when the new crop year 
begins July I. 
Total exports for the fiscal year 
ending June 30 are currently put at 
1.150 billion bushels, including the sale 
in 1972 of 440 million to the Soviet 
Union. Looking ahead to next fiscal 
year, officials say wheat exports could 
run about 950 million bushels. 
The record exports, topping the old 
mark of 867 million bushels in 1965-66, 
will leave a July I reserve estimate 
now at no more than 441 million bush­ 


els A year ago the stockpile was 863 
million bushels.

A tall-l-l tower

taste, No one can deny that it is tall. 
It is taller than any other structure

towers of the World Trade ( enter of 
New York, 204 feet taller than that 
city’s famed Empire State Building 
Moreover, a

television antennae will extend its 
reach into the blue. 


This has occasioned a certain 
amount of civic jubilation in the 
Windy City, which has long suffered 
from a bit of an inferiority complex

vis a vis what O. Henry called Bagh­ 
dad on the Hudson 


We re not quite sure jubilation is 
warranted by this continuance of the 
skyscraper 
p h e n o m e n o n . 


Sometimes it seems there ought to 
tx* a better way of progress than 
deepening urban stone canyons. But 
the Sears tower 
is

pressive, granted; there’s no getting 
around that. 


Finding sense in Watergate 


Practically every commentator who 
has had anything to say about the 
Watergate case has remarked on 
its 
stupidity. 
I have done so myself, 
referring toE. Howard Hunt, James W. 
McCord, George (Jordon Biddy and the 
rest as political cretins who could only 
have succeeded in turning up worthless 
information 
by 
bugging 
the 
Democratic Party headquarters. 
But the alleged connection of the CIA 
with the burglary of the office of Daniel 
Kllsberg’s psychiatrist, which could 
have had an intelligent motive, makes 
one wonder. 
(Jen Kobert E. Cushman Jr., who, as 
a CIA employe back in 1971 is supposed 
to have authorized the use of the 
agency’s equipment and research in 
the job of lifting the* Kllsberg records, 
cannot by any manner of means be 
described as stupid. 
He was Vice President Nixon’s ad­ 
viser on national security for four 
years. He served with distinction in 
Vietnam before Nixon, as President, 
called him back to Washington to 
become deputy director of the CIA. 
The C IA ’s charter gives the agency 
no authority to mix in domestic affairs, 
but it could be argued that the Pen­ 
tagon Papers, which 
Ellsberg had 
conveniently tossed over the transom 
of the New York Times, had “ foreign” 
implications. 
Conceivably Hanoi might have been 
waiting with bated breath to read 
them CIA complicity in getting a look- 
see at anything involving the leaking of 
the papers could have been justified as 
part of its mandate to protect “ in 
telligence methods and sources from 
una ut horized d i sc I os lire. ’ ’ 


E. HOWARD HUNT, one of the ex 
CIA members of the Watergate team, 
had access to a scrambled telephone 
linked with the CIA Cushman sup­ 
posedly made 
everything easy for 
Hunt and his accomplice Biddy to deal 
with the CIA, The whole business 
makes a sinister but understandable 
sense: it could have been an instance of 
the government trying to keep its 
security tight at a time when Nixon was 
maneuvering to make deals with the 
Red Chinese and the Soviet Union to get 
us out of the Vietnam War. 
Richard Helms, who was head of the 
CIA before Nixon tapped him to serve 
as ambassador to Iran, has denied that 
his old agency had anything to do with 
Watergate. But Hunt and Jam es 
McCord, as ex-CIA employes, could 
have regarded themselves as con­ 
tinuing captains of a CIA “ spin-off” 
operation. 
Pour members of their Watergate 
team 
actually 
thought 
they 
were 
engaged in a CIA fishing expedition. 
What would justify fishing at the 
Watergate? Only the supposition that a 
foreign angle was involved. 
The four underlings — and Hunt, 
McCord and Biddy at the top — could 
have been listening in to catch at­ 
tempted foreign manipulation of a 
major American political party. 
This is no excuse for breaking and 
entry, for burglary, or for conducting 
electronic espionage at the expense of 
U.S. citizens withouts warrant. But the 
supposition that Watergate was un 
dertaken as part of a continuing Cold 
War effort to protect the American 
republic against 
the 
possible con­ 
in vings of the Communist powers gives

P E K IN G 
President Nixon’s finest 
hour was when he came to Peking in 
February 1972 to end 20 years of 
isolation from the w orld’s most 
populous nation. 
A spectacular 
performance on 
television, it was meant not as an end 
in itself but as the first .step in a 
renewal of the close relationship that 
had once existed. In short, it was a new 
turn in the long love affair between the 
United States and China. 
That is important to recall in light of 
the 
disaster 
to 
the 
Nixon 
Ad 
ministration. 
For 
the 
Chinese, 
in 
receiving the President and reversing 
the propaganda so long targeted on the 
wicked imperialist, put a far greater 
stake on the ultimate outcome than did 
the United States. 
My wife and I had been in China for 
36 hours before we learned of the 
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President s dramatic appeal to the 
nation and the housecleaning of top 
officials. Then we got the news from a 
fellow American who had still been in 
Hong Kong when the story broke. 
Not a word in any Chinese newspaper 
or on the state radio, it was a striking 
commentary on the difference between 
the two social orders. 


• AT T H E V E R Y top, to be sure, the 
full text of the President’s address 
came by short-wave shortly after it 
was delivered. 
Excerpts from 
the 
address and a report of the events of 
that dramatic night were contained in 
a private semi-official letter going out 
to the cadres in the provincial capitals 
throughout the country. 
This would have a circulation of 
something more than five million. Add 
another several million with transistor 
radios capable of picking up short­ 
wave broadcasts on RBC or the Voice 
of 
America and the total would be 
perhaps one per cent of the BOO million 
Chinese. 
For that one per cent the future of an 
administration in Washington with 3' l* 
years still in office is supremely im- 
portant. This is not alone for the 
mutual benefits that can flow between 
the two countries but for the peace of 
the entire world. 


T H E NIXON KISSI N O ER structure 
of peace is three-cornered. China, the 
United State's and the Soviet Union are 
in relationship of tension eased by 
common compromise. The American 
weight in this three cornered structure 
is essential in view of the deep seated 
hostility between the People’s Republic

and the Soviet Union. Without that 
weight the structure of peace would be 
jeopardized if indeed it would not fall. 
The Nixon promise of a generation of 
peace is in question. The credibility of 
the government 
in 
Washington 
is

the achievement of the first four Nixon 
years. To lose this in a prolonged and 
venomous domestic quarrel would be 
the ultimate tragedy. 
Fortunately, 
there 
is

movement. The arrival of David K E

diplomat, next week to open a liaison 
mission will mark the beginning of a 
new phase in the rebuilding of con­ 
fidence between the two powers. 


PE K IN G , in turn, is sending their 
No. I diplomat, Huang Chang, until 
recently ambassador to France, to 
Washington. A delegation of Chinese 
journalists will shortly go to the United 
States. They will be accompanied by 
officials of the information division of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and 
presumably their impressions will be 
recorded in the carefully controlled 
official press. 
Trade 
negotiations 
between 
Washington and Peking are very much 
to the fore. The visitor arriving in the 
immediate aftermath of the Watergate 
upheaval is invariably asked what 
effect it will have on American policy. 
Will America now go isolationist? 
These questions are understandable 
in 
a 
country 
where 
the 
cultural 
revolution produced a trauma ac­ 
cent Hated by the overthrow of Mao 
Tse tung’s heir apparent, Bin Piao, and 
the “ unmasking” of the traitorous Biu 
Shoo chih. The Chinese have endured 
so much of shock and upheaval that 
they can hardly be surprised that 
disasters occur even in the seat of 
government of one of the superpowers.

members include national advertisers 
and ad agencies, thinks ('BS News gave 
the business of TV com m ercials a bad 
im age—and right on television, too. 
So now it’s asking the network to 
“consider an appropriate vehicle in 
which to present points of view that 
G lan ce those expressed” April 26 in a 
CBS-TV documentary called “ You and 
the Com m ercial.” 
The AAF m ade the request in a two- 
page letter its president, Howard Bell, 
sent to Richard Salant, president of 
CBS News. 
In the letter, the AAF said there was 
a "lack of fairness and objectivity’’ in 
the show’s study of TV com m ercials; it 
also com plained that the 
“general 
treatm ent 
and 
em p h a sis 
of 
the 
program was to portray advertising as 
a con gam e.” 
It said that although advertising 
spokesmen were interviewed on the 
show, “ there was no opportunity to 
respond to the one-sided opinions ex ­ 
pressed by others on such critical 
matters as counter-advertising, social 
impact and econom ic value.” 
Salant, who said he got the letter 
Monday, declined to publicly com m ent 
right nowon its charges. He said he felt 
that Bell, “as an old friend of mine, is 
entitled to first word of my reply.” 
He sa id he would write Bell this week 
and respond both to the letter’s com ­

and

“balance" what the AAF considered to 
be "one-sided opinions" expressed on 
the unsponsored show 
The two-page letter nowhere asked 
for the tim e under the Federal Com­ 
munications Com m ission’s “fairness 
doctrine."

Until the AAF's letter, the strongest

On sunshiny days, it’s easy to blame 
that tired feeling on spring fever! But 
perhaps you’re really concerned about 
feeling so tired so often. 
There are two kinds of fatigue. Are 
you so tired that it’s hard just to stand 
up straight? Do you lie down often? Are 
you clumsy, uncoordinated? Perhaps 
there’s a physical cause for your 
fatigue, som etim es called “ tired 
blood” . 
Do 
you 
feel 
anxious 
or 
worried? Can’t concentrate? Unin­ 
terested in what’s happening? Apt to be 
forgetful, nervous? Then you mav have 
weakened 
motiviation or 
“ tired 
spirit” ! 
Many factors play a part in fatigue — 
work, physical condition, stress, at­ 
titudes and environment. Ifs easy to 
see why overwork or a poor physical 
condition may cause fatigue 
Some 
self-questioning may help you pinpoint 
other problems. 
Do you feel competent, able to handle 
life’s demands? Stress occurs when 
you feel unable to cope with demand 
and when you are afraid of failing. Do 
you suffer from “underload” ? Work 
that is dull and boring may cause you 
to seek extra work! What about your 
working 
environm ent? 
E xternal 
factors such as excessive noise may 
add to your tiredness. 
A chronic feeling of fatigue does need 
attention. First, see a doctor to find out 
if there is any physical reason for that

Small Business Week devoted to 'little mans' problems, solutions

NEW YOUK (AP) — Attempting to 
improve an environment 
they feel 
should 
be 
more 
friendly, 
many 
businessmen next week observe Small 
Business Week, appropriately enough 
in Washington, close, they feel, to both 
problem and solution. 
There are, by all reliable estimates, 
between five million and eight million 
small businesses in America today, 
employing 44 per cent of all employes 
and producing 37 per cent of the Gross 
National Product. 
From their point of view, these 
small, independently owned businesses 
form the bacbone of many American 
towns and small cities, pr oviding jobs, 
taxes, and leadership They feel also 


that they are the spiritual guardians of 
innovation and invention. 
You might also say that they keep 
their bigger cousins supplied. General 
Motors, largest manufacturer of all, 
depends upon 26,000 suppliers, 64 per 
cent of Which employ less than IOO 
people, and 89 per cent less than 500. 
But small business, so obvious to the 
eye wherever you go, is afraid of being 
perpetually eclipsed, shadowed by big 
business, 
which grows 
bigger and 
perhaps 
less 
representative 
of 
“ business” each year. 
Whats good for big business isn’t 
always so for smaller companies. In 
fact, says 
I^»wis A. 
Shattuck, 
an 
especially 
clear 
articulator 
of 
its 
views, “ there is some doubt that some 
businessmen ever would have gone into 


business 
if 
the 
same 
environment 
today existed IO to 20 years ago.” 
Shattuck is executive vice president 
of the Smaller Business Association of 
New England, for 30 years one of the 
most ach vc small-business groups, and 
formulator of a presentation to be 
presented to congressmen May 16. 
Joining in the presentation this year 
are 
the 
Independent 
Business 
Association 
of 
Wisconsin, and 
the 
Sm aller 
M anufacturers 
Council, 
Pittsburgh, and other groups from Ohio 
and New York More are expected to 
join next year. 
One of the four major proposals to be 
presented concerns paper, the usage of 
which once was supposed to suggest the 
advanced stage of society but which 
now threatens to clog government, the 


stock market, small business and other 
institutions. 
“We ask for recognition of the fact 
(hat the 
paperwork 
requirem ent 
thrown on small business by the federal 
government is in some cases the extra 
margin that threatens to drive a small 
business under,” SBANE states. 
“The average small-businsss man 
spends some 200 hours a year com­ 
pleting forms, calculating and paying 
his taxes, and responding to various 
government 
questionaires,” 
the 
presentation continues. The moral: Cut 
the paperwork 
Gut 
taxes, 
too 
say 
the 
small 
businessmen 
“ If a hypothetical small business 
earned exactly $100,000, its present 
taxes would amount to $41,500,” the 


businessmen state, arguing that such a 
bite causes financing problems for 
businesses seeking to expand. 
If the surtax exemption were to be 
raised to $100,000,” 
they continue, 
“ that same small business would then 
pay income taxes of only $22,000, giving 
it a 33.5 per cent increase in after-tax 
income.” 
The businessmen support adoption of 
a proposal by Sen John Tower, R Tex., 
which would retain the present 22 per 
cent normal rate on pretax income up 
to $100,000, rather than raising it after 
the first $25,OOO 
The two other major issues on the 
minds of the businessmen as they 
prepare their visit to Washington are 
procurement and representation. 
I ’KOCCKEMENT — Small business 


feels its position is eroding, and wants 
assurance that it will have a fair oppor­ 
tunity to bid on the $55 billion annual 
federal procurement budget. 
REPRESENTATION — There is a 
strong feeling that small-business men 
must be more strongly represented in 
g o ve rn m e n t’s 
d ecisio n -m akin g 
mechanisms,

like.

Skylab crew 
to monitor 
resources 


C A PE K E N N E D Y , Fla. (AP) - 
Astronauts will play their first role as 
monitors of earth’s natural resources 
when they board the Skylab space 
station. 
They will use a $37 million array of 
six photosensors to evaluate actual and 
potential resources over a wide area of 
the globe 
A dozen countries have asked the 
astronauts to employ the sensors to 
scan farmlands, 
mountain 
ranges, 
river basins and watersheds in search 
of everything from minerals to crop 
disease. 
The Skylab is scheduled 
to be 
launched May 14. with the three-man 
crew joining it the following day. 
“The Skylab earth resources ex­ 
periments offer an almost unlimited 
potential for near term benefits af­ 
fecting man here on earth,” reported 
astronaut Paul .J. Weitz. He is the 
sensor expert on the Skylab I crew. 
“During the five months the station 
will be manned by three crews, it will 
fly over 75 per cent of the earth’s 
surface, including the entire United 
States except Alaska,” Weitz said. 
“With this excellent view, data can be 
obtained applicable to mankind’s most 
pressing problems, such as weather, 
food production, pollution, flooding, 
erosion and the depletion of natural 
resources.” 
Weitz emphasized the sensors arc* 
experimental, designed to determine 
which instruments can best Im* used by 
man in space and which can be* oper­ 
ated on unmanned satellites. 
“But,” he said, “they could lead to a 
science in such things as mapping snow 
cover and assessing water 
runoff 
potentials; mapping air and water 
pollution and their sources; assessing 
diseased and healthy crops; timber 
volume* estimate; locating arable land; 
determining sea status and fishing 
grounds, and legating hidden oil and 
mineral reserves.” 
More* than tx) principal investigators 
from the United States and 20 from 
other nations are* involved in Skylab’s 
e*arth resource's study, which involves 
the use* of multi spectra I, optical, in- 
frared and photographic sensors.

The club demonstration: 
here's how they're done

County Extension Agent, 4-H 
Can you picture your name in the 
headlines 
“ County 4-H member 
named top demonstrator at the Ohio 
State Pair? 
This 4-H member was not 
demonstrating by destroying property 
or blocking traffic but bv presenting 
helpful information on the 4-H stage in 
a demonstration contest. 
The experience of giving a demon­ 
stration. or illustrated talk, serves both 
to enlighten fellow club members on 
project skills as well as develop in the 
demonstrator the ability 
to speak 
before a group. 
All 4-H’ers are familiar with the 
notorious animal 
known 
as the 
“ demonstration.” It’s a wild, wicked 
little creature in some people’s eyes! 
vet can be caught and tamed. Many 
demonstrations suffocate before they 
live out their usefulness. Some are 
destined to die as infants. Why is the 
m ortality 
rate for this 
delicate 
creature so high9 Let us examine the 
life cycle of a healthy demonstration. 
First, pick a topic — something that 
interests you about your 4-H project or 
something you want to know more 
about. It might be a subject that most 
everyone knows about. 
If handled 
correctly, it can be a pleasant learning 
experience for both you and your 
audience 
a show-and-tell type of 
thing. Remember, there is always 
something new to learn. 
Gather information about your 
demonstration. Make sure that it is 
accurate and that you know' your 
reference sources. 
Once you have an idea of how you 
would like to give your demonstration, 
write up a rough outline so you know, 
more-or-less, what you’re going to say. 
Next, work on your introduction. 
This is a very, very important part of a 
demonstration. It should be an in­ 
teresting statement of purpose that 
arouses interest from your audience. 
That may sound like a pretty big order,

Jump up and down and 
scream if you can work it into vour 
demonstration. 
Now you can get down to the nitty- 
gntty; working out the body of 
the 
demonstration. 


AFTER 
YOUR 
INTRODUCTION, 
start at the beginning and move in a 
logical 
order. 
Work 
while 
you’re 
talking. It usually helps if you have 
some sort of visual aids. They should 
clearly prove your point or add im­ 
portant information to your demon­ 
stration. You should have the right 
equipment and use it correctly. Any 
charts should be neat and easy to read. 
Now you can say to yourself, ‘‘I ’m 
done I can work on my conclusion.” 
Wait! Check over your demonstration. 
Is 
it 
complete? 
Have 
you 
done 
everything that you need to prove your 
point or complete your demonstration? 
If so, go on to your conclusion. Feature 
the finished product or review im­ 
portant points. 
Now you know what you’re going to 
say and what you’re going to show in 
the end. That’s fine, but you only have 
the skelton of the animal. You have to 
give it life. 
For the first few times, just talk 
through your demonstration. Then you 
can 
work 
in 
your 
actions, 
the 
“ showing’ part of your demonstration. 
When you start working with your 
product, you might find 
something 
that doesn’t fit in well or maybe you 
can think of some other detail that you 
should add. Whatever the case, 
the 
idea is to practice working and talking 
at the same time until 
your demon­ 
stration runs along pretty smoothly. 
The animal is quickly approaching 
maturity. The poor thing will be 
labeled a social bore if you don’t give it 
some type of personality. 
Give your demonstration a good 
personality. 
Appear before your 
audience in appropriate clothing, be 
well groomed, have the correct 
posture, etc. Smile at your audience 
and show your enthusiasm! Before you 
know it, you’ll have them eating out of 
the 
palm of 
your 
hand. 
Without 
thinking, you should use good gram­ 
mar, speak clearly, and work quickly 
but in view of the audience. That’s just 
good speaking form. 
At last . . . mission accomplished! 
That illusive creature everyone knows 
as a demonstration has been captured 
and 
is 
in 
the 
process 
of 
being 
domesticated. It wasn’t so hard, was 
it? You’ll also discover the more 
demonstrations you give, the easier 
and the better they will become. You 
probably won’t even remember that 
ugly little animal you once thought of 
as a demonstration!

There are two distinct aspects of 
your letter that I will comment on.

and, 
sometimes, the abuse of laxatives or 
purgatives. 
There are people who go into a 
tailspin if they have one day’s variation 
of their normal bowel habits Too many 
people concentrate too much on their 
"regularity.” 
Some, like yourself, insist that “ only 
with 
laxatives 
can 
I 
maintain 
regularity.” 
The result 
is a 
dependence on 
laxatives which often goes on for many 
years. The intestinal tract becomes 
sluggish and ceases to function without 
the stimulation of the laxative 
In most Instances, a change in the 
diet regime, increasing foods with 
roughage and especially increasing the 
intake of water, again regulates the 
liowel activity. 
It should be emphasized that dif 
ferent types of laxatives stimulate the 
bowel in different ways. It is therefore 
most important that the laxative, even 
for a very short time, be chosen by the 
doctor 


About the colitis. This is a general 
term that is applied to many disorders 
of the small and the large intestine 
It is conceivable that certain types of 
colitis may have been caused by 
prolonged irritation by laxatives of the 
delicate lining of the bowel The ap 


proach to your problem is, of course, 
the treatment of the colitis and a re­ 
establishment of bowel activity without 
the laxatives that you have become 
dependent on.

There is an unusual condition known 
as "Morton’s Neuroma." or "Morton’s 
Toe." A small tumor of one of the 
nerves of the foot, usually in the web 
space between the third and fourth toe. 
can cause such severe pain. This 
usually occurs on one foot and is 
thought to tx* due to injury to the nerve 
Many devices have been used, with 
foam rubber padding and other 
protective means, to take pressure off 
the nerve and the small nodule that is 
on it. If this is the cause of your 
problem, surgery is effective and 
brings total relief. 
course, be ruled out before coming to 
the conclusion that you may have a 
“ Morton's Toe."

Invisible Bee Lure

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) 
Sixty-one of 
the 83 cars entered in this year’s In 
dianapolis 500-mile race* are powered 
by tiny four cylinder engines smaller 
than the power plants in many compact 
passenger cars. 
But these sophisticated Offenhauser 
engines, which also have carried the 
Miller and Mayer & Drake mark for 
half a century, have been refined in the 
laboratory of auto racing. 
Herb Porter, an engineering con­ 
sultant for Goodyear Tire & Rubber 
Co., says the Offy engine is the most 


powerful, inch for inch, in history. 
Porter conducts the company’s tire and 
engine testing on a fulltime basis. 
But Porter, sometimes referred to as 
the father of the modern Offenhauser 
engine, notes (Im* basic engine is not all 
that powerful. 
In a l,5(M) pound race car, the four- 
cylinder, 160 cubic inch engine could 
only manage alniut 125 miles an hour, 
Porter said. Horsepower would be near 
2(H). 
But throw on a supercharger and a 
fuel injection system, and instantly you

have alkali 8(H) horsepower and the 
potential to register a 200-mile an hour 
lap, he said. 
Swede Savage, running with one 
Porter’s engines, has turned in 
197.802 lap, the fastest so far this month 
at the Indianapolis Motor Speedway. 
Savage recorded a 192.5 lap in practice 
Wednesday for the May 28 race. 
“We get about five horsepower per 
cubic inch,” Porter said. “ If you’ve got 
that kind of horsepower out of your 
average passenger car with a 327 cubic 
inch engine, you would have about 1,600 


horsepower. We get more horsepower 
per cubic inch now than any other car 
in the history of the world. 
“While we could still get a lot more 
power, it would be a less reliable 
engine. More power is available for this 
year’s race than last year’s with a 
greater degree or reliability.” 
Winning at Indianapolis, he said, 
depends on the combination of "the 
power you can get, the power you can 
use and stay together” and the ability 
to complete the race on the amount of 
fuel allotted.

LaFatch’s Miami, Fla., home was 
Farm plan 


puts help 


on escalator 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Agriculture Committee has approved a 
farm bill that would cut farm costs to 
the government when the market is 
high but boost subsidies when the 
market is low. 
The bill, approved Wednesday, 
works this way: 
It sets an “ established price” for 
wheat, feed grain and cotton amoun 
ting to 70 per cent of parity. For dairy 
products, it would be 80 per cent. 
As long as the market price remains 
at the established price, farmers would 
get no cash from the government. But 
if the established price falls below the 
market price, the government would 
make up the difference. 
The established prices, set at $2.28 a 
bushel for wheat, $1.53 per bushel for 
corn and 43 cents per pound for cotton, 
would be adjusted annually for five 
years. The set dairy price, which 
varies for products, will be in effect for 
only one year. 
Sen. Herman E. Talmadge, D-Ga., 
committee chairman, said the plan 
would give the administration “ the 
benefit of the* doubt.” 
“ If the predictions we have heard 
about expanded foreign and domestic 
markets for agriculture come true, it 
won’t cost the taxpayers one thin dime 
for supplemental payments. However, 
if the experts miss their predictions, 
then the government, which would 
have the major hand in creating any 
possible crop surpluses, would share 
the cost of the error with the farmers,” 
Talmadge said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The House 
decides today whether to authorize 
money for U.S. bombing of Cambodia.

Rep. Joe D. Waggonner, D-La., a 
leader of Southern Democrats who in 
the past have joined Republicans in 
support of presidents’ war policies, 
said the coalition favoring the Nixon 
stand was about five votes short late 
Wednesday. 
“ If we were voting right now I think 
we’d lose,” Waggonner said. 
The vote was on Nixon’s request in a 
$2.8-bill ion supplemental money bill for 
authority to transfer $430 million for 
m ilitary spending, including $150 
million for the bombing and other 
Indochina activities. 
Secretary of Defense Ellio t L. 
Richardson said Monday the bombing 
will continue in an effort to force a 
Cambodia ceasefire even if Congress 
rejects the transfer authority. 
Democratic leaders of the House and 
Senate pressed for its rejection 
anyway, contending it could be con­ 
st rued as approval not only of the Cam­ 
bodian bombing but of future U.S. steps 
to try to force a cease-fire.

World grain 
inadequate 


U N ITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) — 
The world’s reserves of grain are 
reported so low that some areas may 
face starvation if the coming harvest is 
poor. 


Stocks of wheat and other food grains 
no longer provide an adequate buffer 
against crop failure, the Food and 
Agriculture Organization told the Eco­ 
nomic 
Committee 
of

U.N. 
Econom ic and Social Council on 
Wednesday. 


As a result, FAO is drafting a 
“ minimum world food security” 
program in which major consuming 
countries would share with grain- 
growing countries the responsibility for 
emergency stockpiling. 
Director- 
General Addeke IL Boerma is to unveil 
the program at the agency’s annual 
meeting in Rome next month. 


Ambassador LA. Akbun of Pakistan 
said such a program would make 
maintenance of grain stocks a global 
responsibility instead of something left 
to the producing countries and market 
conditions. 
In past years, needy countries have 
been able to count on huge surpluses in 
producing countries, mainly the United 
States and Canada, but FAO Asst. 
Director General E M. Ojala said these 
surpluses have now disappeared. 
“ The governments concerned have 
developed new techniques for adjusting 
production to demand,” he told the 
economic committee. 
He said that

surpluses 
reappear, “ they will be temporary and 
undependable as the world’s central 
food reserve in moments of crisis.”

Compromise 


REA bill OKd 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate 
has approved a compromise rural 
electrification and telephone loan bill. 
The bill’s floor manager, Sen. George 
McGovern, D-S.D., and Sen. Robert 
Dole, R-Kan., said after its passage 93- 
3 Wednesday that they were certain 
President Nixon would sign it. 
Nixon abruptly halted last December 
the program that permitted rural co­ 
ops to borrow money at 2 per cent in­ 
terest for electrification and telephone 
projects. 


Under terms of the compromise 
measure, a limited number of 2 per 
cent loans would be made available, 
but most of the loans would carry 5 per 
cent interest rates. 


The bill would make $758 million in 
insured loans available annually, $618 
million for electrification projects and 
$140 for telephones. Of this amount, 
$105 million would be for 2 per cent 
loans in needy cases, and the rest at 5 
per cent.

W heat estimates 
expected to rise

The 
Agriculture Department is scheduled 
to publish today (3 p.m. E D T M ay IO) 
an estimate of U.S. 
winter wheat 
production this year, 
including the 
outlook for per acre yields as of M ay I. 
Although the first official field 
estimates for 1973 output of spring- 
planted wheat are not due until Ju ly, 
the winter wheat figure will give a idea 
how this year’s over-all crop is shaping 
up. 
Last March, when USDA published 
farm planting intentions for various 
crops, wheat production this year was 
projected at a record of 1.732 billion 
bushels, 12 per cent more than farmers 
harvested last year and 7 per cent more 
than the previous high of 1.618 billion in 
1971. 
The March figure included a winter 
wheat estimate—actually made last 
December—of 1.278 billion 
bushels, 
which also would be a new high. 
Projected in March on the basis of ex­ 
pected acreage and yield trends, the 
1973 crops of durum and other spring 
wheat were put at around 454 million 
bushels. 
If in the proportion of 1.7 billion 
bushels or larger, the 1973 crop of all 
types of wheat would go a long way in 
replenishing U .S. supplies. Those 
reserves, drained off by record ex­ 
ports, are expected to be the lowest in 
six years when the new crop year 
begins Ju ly I. 
Total exports for the fiscal year 
ending June 30 are currently put at 
1.150 billion bushels, including the sale 
in 1972 of 440 million to the Soviet 
Union. Looking ahead to next fiscal 
year, officials say wheat exports could 
run about 950 million bushels. 
The record exports, topping the old 
mark of 867 million bushels in 1965-66, 
will leave a Ju ly I reserve estimate 
now at no more than 441 million bush­ 


els. A year ago the stockpile was 863 
million bushels.

A tall-1-1 tower 


The architect who designed the 
newly “ topped out” Sears tower in 
Chicago thinks of it in lofty terms. 
“ It’s part of the history of Chicago 
architecture,” 
said 
Bruce 
J. 
Graham the other day, “ to make 
poetry out of tall buildings.” 
Whether or not 
the Sears tower 
qualifies as poetry is a matter of 
taste. No one can deny that it is tall. 
It is taller than any other structure 
ever raised by humankind - 104 feet 


taller than the newly erected twin 
towers of the World Trade Center of 
New York, 204 feet taller than that 
city’s famed Empire State Building. 
Moreover,

television antennae will extend its 
reach into the blue. 


This has occasioned a certain 
amount of civic jubilation in the 
Windy City, which has long suffered 
from a bit of an inferiority complex

Finding sense in Watergate 


Practically every commentator who 
has had anything to say about the 
Watergate case has remarked on 
its 
stupidity. 
I have done so myself, 
referring to E. Howard Hunt, James W. 
McCord, George Gordon Biddy and the 
rest as political cretins who could only 
have succeeded in turning up worthless 
information 
by 
bugging 
the 
Democratic Party headquarters. 
But the alleged connection of the CIA 
with the burglary of the office of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist, which could 
have had an intelligent motive, makes 
one wonder. 
Gen. Robert E. Cushman Jr., who, as 
a CIA employe back in 1971 is supposed 
to have authorized the use of the 
agency’s equipment and research in 
the job of lifting the Ellsberg records, 
cannot by any manner of means be 
described as stupid. 
He was Vice President Nixon’s ad­ 
viser on national security for four 
years. He served with distinction in 
Vietnam before Nixon, as President, 
called him back to Washington to 
become deputy director of the CIA. 
The C IA’s charter gives the agency 
no authority to mix in domestic affairs, 
but it could be argued that the Pen­ 
tagon Papers, which 
Ellsberg had 
conveniently tossed over the transom 
of the New York Times, had “ foreign” 
implications. 
Conceivably Hanoi might have been 
waiting with bated breath to read 
them. CIA complicity in getting a look- 
see at anything involving the leaking of 
the papers could have been justified as 
part of its mandate to protect “ in 
telligence methods and sources from 
unauthorized disclosure.” 


E. HOWARD HUNT, one of the ex- 
CIA members of the Watergate team, 
had access to a scrambled telephone 
linked with the CIA. Cushman sup­ 
posedly made 
everything easy for 
Hunt and his accomplice Biddy to deal 
with the (TA. The whole business 
makes a sinister but understandable 
sense: it could have been an instance of 
the government trying to keep its 
security tight at a time when Nixon was 
maneuvering to make deals with the 
Red Chinese and the Soviet Union to get 
us out of the Vietnam War. 
Richard Helms, who was head of the 
CIA before Nixon tapped him to serve 
as ambassador to Iran, has denied that 
his old agency had anything to do with 
Watergate. But Hunt and Jam es 
McCord, as ex-CIA employes, could 
have regarded themselves as con­ 
tinuing captains of a CIA “ spin-off” 
operation. 
Four members of their Watergate 
team 
actually 
thought 
they 
were 
engaged in a CIA fishing expedition. 
What would justify fishing at the 
Watergate'* Only the supposition that a 
foreign angle was involved. 
The four underlings — and Hunt, 
McCord and Biddy at the top — could 
have been listening in to catch at­ 
tempted foreign manipulation of a 
major American political party. 
This is no excuse for breaking and 
entry, for burglary, or for conducting 
electronic espionage at the expense of 
U.S. citizens without a warrant. But the 
supposition that Watergate was un­ 
dertaken as part of a continuing Cold 
War effort to protect the American 
republic against 
the possible con- 
nivings of the Communist powers gives

P E K IN G — President Nixon’s finest 
hour was when he came to Peking in 
February 1972 to end 20 years of 
isolation from 
the w orld’s most 
populous nation. 
A spectacular perform ance on 
television, it was meant not as an end 
in itself but as the first step in a 
renewal of the close relationship that 
had once existed. In short, it was a new 
turn in the long love affair between the 
United States and China. 
That is important to recall in light of 
the 
disaster 
to 
the 
Nixon 
Ad­ 
ministration. 
For 
the 
Chinese, 
in 
receiving the President and reversing 
the propaganda so long targeted on the 
wicked imperialist, put a far greater 
stake on the ultimate outcome than did 
the United States. 
My wife and I had been in China for 
36 hours before we learned of the 
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President s dramatic appeal to the 
nation and the housecleaning of top 
officials. Then we got the news from a 
fellow American who had still been in 
Hong Kong when the story broke. 
Not a word in any Chinese newspaper 
or on the state radio, it was a striking 
commentary on the difference between 
the two social orders. 


♦ AT T H E V E R Y top, to be sure, the 
full text of the President’s address 
came by short-wave shortly after it 
was delivered. 
Excerpts from 
the 
address and a report of the events of 
that dramatic night were contained in 
a private semi-official letter going out 
to the cadres in the provincial capitals 
throughout the country. 
This would have a circulation of 
something more than five million. Add 
another several million with transistor 
radios capable of picking up short­ 
wave broadcasts on BBC or the Voice 
of 
America and the total would be 
perhaps one per cent of the 8<X) million 
Chinese. 
For that one per cent the future of an 
administration in Washington with 3Vsa 
years still in office is supremely im­ 
portant.

P E K IN G , in turn, is sending their 
No. I diplomat, Huang Chang, until 
recently ambassador to France, to 
Washington. A delegation of Chinese 
journalists will shortly go to the United 
States. They will be accompanied by 
officials of the information division of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and 
presumably their impressions will be 
recorded in the carefully controlled 
official press. 
Trade 
negotiations 
between 
Washington and Peking are very much 
to the fore. The visitor arriving in the 
immediate aftermath of the Watergate 
upheaval is invariably asked what 
effect it will have on American policy. 
Will America now go isolationist? 
These questions are understandable 
in

where 
the 
cultural 
revolution 
produced a trauma ac­ 
centuated by the overthrow of Mao 
Tse-tung’s heir apparent, Bin Piao, and 
the “ unmasking” of the traitorous Biu 
Shao-chih. The Chinese have endured 
so much of shock and upheaval that 
they can hardly be surprised that 
disasters occur even in the seat of 
government of one of the superpowers.

He had played his part in the 
Bay of Pigs abortive invasion of Cuba 
and in the operation that kept the 
Communists from taking over the 
government of Guatemala in 1954. 


A veteran of the Cold War, he must 
have considered himself a silent 
partner of the CIA when he went to the 
White House in 1971 to become one of 
the 
“ plum bers” 
charged 
with 
preventing security leaks. He has said 
that he “ worked closely with the CIA” 
in trying to stop leaks that had en­ 
dangered the SABT talks and had 
“ resulted in the extermination of one of 
our agents in Asia.” 


It the CIA had anything to do with 
Watergate, Hunt, as a patriot, could not 
possibly squeal on his old buddies. That 
would prejudice our whole intelligence 
operation.

any formal ties with the CIA or not, 
Hunt, in his own mind, could have 
considered

TV Viewing

NEW YORK (AP) — The American 
Advertising 
Federation, 
whose 
members include national advertisers 
and ad agencies, thinks CBS News gave 
the business of TV commercials a bad 
image—and right on television, too. 
So now it’s asking the network to 
“consider an appropriate vehicle in 
which to present points of view that 
balance those expressed’’ April 26 in a 
CBS-TV documentary called “ You and 
the Commercial.’’ 
The AAF made the request in a two- 
page letter its president, Howard Bell, 
sent to Richard Salant, president of 
CBS News. 
In the letter, the AAF said there was 
a “lack of fairness and objectivity’’ in 
the show s study of TV commercials; it 
also complained that the “ general 
treatm ent 
and 
em phasis 
of the 
program was to portray advertising as 
a con gam e.” 
It said that although advertising 
spokesmen were interviewed on the 
show, “there was no opportunity to 
respond to the one-sided opinions ex­ 
pressed by others on such critical 
matters as counter-advertising, social 
impact and economic value.” 
Salant, who said he got the letter 
Monday, declined to publicly comment 
right now on its charges. He said he felt 
that Bell, “as an old friend of mine, is 
entitled to first word of my reply.” 
He said he would write Bell this'week 
and respond both to the letter’s com­ 
plaints and 
request 
for 
time 
to 


“balance” what the AAF considered to 
be “one-sided opinions’’ expressed on 
the unsponsored show. 
The two-page letter nowhere asked 
for the time under the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission’s “fairness 
doctrine.” 
“ We haven’t faced that yet,” said 
Jonah Gitlitz, executive vice president 
of the Washington-based AAF. “We’re 
waiting to see w hat kind of response we 
get.” 
Gitlitz, whose group has a total 
membership of 450 major advertisers, 
advertising agencies and m edia 
com panies, said the AAF w asn't 
specifying how CBS should let the ad 
industry express its views. 
CBS’ unprecedented documentary 
about TV commercials drew a few 
disgruntled harrum phs from ad ­ 
vertising agency officials right after it 
was broadcast, but no official com­ 
plaints until the AAF’s letter. 
A CBS spokesman this week said 
there still have been no formal gripe's 
about the show from either advertisers 
or ad agencies. He said none have 
threatened to 
withdraw- 
their 
ad­ 
vertising from CBS, either. 
Until the AAF's letter, the strongest 
industry growl had been a bitter 
editorial in the April 30 edition of 
“Advertising Age,” a magazine widely 
read by advertising men and women. 
The editorial described “You and the 
Commercial” as “as unfair and slanted 
as any program we have seen in a long 
time. Not a single ‘good’ commercial 
was shown....” 


SEATTLE (AP) — David Cargo, 22, 
is a University of Washington senior in 
mathematics. He works as a computer 
operator. And he's one of the most 
popular human guinea pigs around. 
In the past two years, he has popped 
pills, smoked marijuana, swallowed 
lengths of rubber tubing and been 
poked, pinched, prodded and exam­ 
ined- all for about $500. 
“It was fairly easy money. It helped 
pay the rent," he said 
Another reason is curiosity, he said. 
And as a fringe benefit, “for most of the 
past couple of years, I ve had one 
doctor or another looking over my 
health very, very carefully.” 
His first experiment paid $5 and was 
required for credit in a beginning 
psychology class He had to maneuver 
a ball through a tilting maze, estimat­ 
ing before each attempt how far he 
thought he could get the ball to go. 
His next job was drinking dissolved 
sugar at 30-minute intervals over a 
two-hour period while researchers took 
blood samples to see how fast the sugar 
was being absorbed by his body. Ile got 
$30 for that. 
But what really sold him on selling 
himself as a guinea pig was when he 
was na id $20 for smoking a single 


marijuana cigarette. 
“They did have people in the study 
who had been stoned before,” Cargo 
said. “They wanted to test whether 
having one person who had been stoned 
before affected the people smoking the 
dope.” 


Another project paid $111 for Cargo 
to wear “nylon-like underwear, just 
like the Apollo astronauts used” to 
control his skin tem perature while he 


was inside a device that forced his 
blood into his legs. 
The purpose was to find out if “you 
should cover a shock victim and keep 
him warm ,” he said. 
He now- is taking four colchicine pills 
daily in a test to see if the compound, 
long used in treating gout, is effective 
as a male contraceptive.

Ohio Perspective 
Medical services plan proposed

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A new 
medical profession to provide services 
between nursing and full medical care 
is contemplated in a bill pending in the 
Ohio House. 
Rep. P atrick J. Sweeney, D-6 
Cleveland, introduced the bill on his 
own, he said, in an effort to make 
m edical 
services 
m ore 
readily 
available and to cut spiraling costs. 
“I think this bill offers at least a 
partial solution to a very serious 
problem,” he said. “The idea is to 
authorize 
som ething 
like 
the 
paramedics in the m ilitary—people 
who can perform a task like putting on 
a split without charging something like 


$200. ” 


The Clevelander’s bill calls for the 
new professionals to be licensed by the 
State Medical Board. Standards would 
include one year’s education under a 
physician’s supervision. 


The board would adopt standards to 
assure that the “health and welfare” of 
patients would not be endangered.

The 
board would include a broad cross 
section of m edical services rep ­ 
resentatives. 
They would include representatives 
of the medical board, the Department 
of Health, and the Department of 
Education along with one doctor, one 
registered nurse, and one physician’s 
assistant when at least IO have been 
employed. 
Sweeney said he still is sounding out 
various medical professionals. The 
Ohio State Medical Association is one 
that he had not contacted. 
‘Tm still doing my research,” he 
said. 
Charles E dgar, public relations 


official of the OSMA, said “we’re 
aware of the bill. We’re studying it.”

Are 
you so tired that it’s hard just to stand 
up straight? Do you lie down often? Are 
you clumsy, uncoordinated? Perhaps 
there’s a physical cause for your 
fatigue, sometimes called ‘‘tired 
blood” . 
Do 
you 
feel 
anxious 
or 
worried? Can’t concentrate? 
Unin­ 
terested in what’s happening? Apt to be 
forgetful, nervous? Then you may have 
weakened 
motiviation 
or 
‘‘tired 
spirit” ! 
Many factors play a part in fatigue — 
work, physical condition, stress, at­ 
titudes and environment. It’s easy to 
see why overwork or a poor physical 
condition may cause fatigue. Some 
self-questioning may help you pinpoint 
other problems. 
Do you feel competent, able to handle 
life’s demands? Stress occurs when 
you feel unable to cope with demand 
and when you are afraid of failing. Do 
you suffer from “ underload” ? Work 
that is dull and boring may cause you 
to seek extra work!

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Smell Business Week devoted to little 
solutions

N EW YO R K (AP) — Attempting to 
improve an environment they feel 
should 
be 
more 
friendly, 
many 
businessmen next week observe Small 
Business Week, appropriately enough 
in Washington, close, they feel, to both 
problem and solution. 
There are, by all reliable estimates, 
between five million and eight million 
small businesses in America today, 
employing 44 per cent of all employes 
and producing 37 per cent of the Gross 
National Product. 
From their point of view, these 
small, independently owned businesses 
form the bacbone of many American 
towns and small cities, providing jobs, 
taxes, and leadership. They feel also 


that they are the spiritual guardians of 
innovation and invention. 
You might also say that they keep 
their bigger cousins supplied. General 
Motors, largest manufacturer of all, 
depends upon 26,000 suppliers, 64 per 
cent of which employ less than IOO 
people, and 89 per cent less than 500. 
But small business, so obvious to the 
eye wherever you go, is afraid of being 
perpetually eclipsed, shadowed by big 
business, which grows 
bigger and 
perhaps 
less 
representative 
of 
“ business” each year. 
What’s good for big business isn’t 
always so for smaller companies. In 
fact, 
says Lewis A. 
Shattuck, an 
especially 
clear 
articulator 
of 
its 
views, “ there is some doubt that some 
businessmen ever would have gone into 


business if the same environment 
today existed IO to 20 years ago.” 
Shattuck is executive vice president 
of the Smaller Business Association of 
New England, for 30 years one of the 
most active small-business groups, and 
formulator of a presentation to be 
presented to congressmen May 16. 
Joining in the presentation this year 
are 
the 
Independent 
Business 
Association of 
Wisconsin, 
and 
the 
Sm aller 
M anufacturers 
Council, 
Pittsburgh, and other groups from Ohio 
and New York. More are expected to 
join next year. 
One of the four major proposals to be 
presented concerns paper, the usage of 
which once was supposed to suggest the 
advanced stage of society but which 
now threatens to clog government, the 


stock market, small business and other 
institutions. 
“ We ask for recognition of the fact 
that the paperwork requirement 
thrown on small business by the federal 
government is in some cases the extra 
margin that threatens to drive a small 
business under,” SB AN E states. 
“ The average small-businsss man 
spends some 200 hours a year com­ 
pleting forms, calculating and paying 
his taxes, and responding to various 
government 
questionaires,” 
the 
presentation continues. The moral: Cut 
the paperwork. 
Cut 
taxes, 
too 
say 
the 
small 
businessmen 
“ If a hypothetical small business 
earned exactly $100,000, its present 
taxes would amount to $41,500,” the 


businessmen state, arguing that such a 
bite causes financing problems for 
businesses seeking to expand. 
“ If the surtax exemption were to be 
raised to $100,000,” they continue, 
“ that same small business would then 
pay income taxes of only $22,000, giving 
it a 33.5 per cent increase in after-tax 
income.” 
The businessmen support adoption of 
a proposal by Sen. John Tower, R-Tex., 
which would retain the present 22 per 
cent normal rate on pretax income up 
to $100,000, rather than raising it after 
the first $25,000. 
The two other major issues on the 
minds of the businessmen as they 
prepare their visit to Washington are 
procurement and representation. 
PR O C U R EM EN T — Small business 


feels its position is eroding, and wants 
assurance that it will have a fair oppor­ 
tunity to bid on the $55 billion annual 
federal procurement budget. 
R EP R ESEN T A T IO N - There is a 
strong feeling that small-business men 
must be more strongly represented in 
go vern m en t’s 
decision-m aking 
mechanisms, 
and 
that 
its 
talents 
should be more effectively utilized on 
task forces, advisory boards and the 
like.

Astronauts will play their first role as 
monitors of earth’s natural resources 
when they board the Skylab space 
station. 
They will use a $37 million array of 
six photosensors to evaluate actual and 
potential resources over a wide area of 
the globe. 
A dozen countries have asked the 
astronauts to employ the sensors to 
scan 
farmlands, 
mountain 
ranges, 
river basins and watersheds in search 
of everything from minerals to crop 
disease. 
The 
Skylab 
is 
scheduled 
to 
be 
launched M ay 14, with the three-man 
crew joining it the following day. 
“ The Skylab earth resources ex­ 
periments offer an almost unlimited 
potential for near term benefits af­ 
fecting man here on earth,” reported 
astronaut Paul J . Weitz. He is the 
sensor expert on the Skylab I crew. 
“ During the five months the station 
will be manned by three crews, it will 
fly over 75 per cent of the earth’s 
surface, including the entire United 
States except Alaska,” Weitz said. 
“ With this excellent view, data can be 
obtained applicable to mankind’s most 
pressing problems, such as weather, 
food production, pollution, 
flooding, 
erosion and the depletion of natural 
resources.” 
Weitz emphasized the sensors are 
experimental, designed to determine 
which instruments can best be used by 
man in space and which can be oper­ 
ated on unmanned satellites. 
“ Bu t,” he said, “ they could lead to a 
science in such things as mapping snow 
cover 
and 
assessing 
water 
runoff 
potentials; mapping air and water 
pollution and their sources; assessing 
diseased and healthy crops; timber 
volume estimate; locating arable land; 
determining sea status and fishing 
grounds, and locating hidden oil and 
mineral reserves ” 
More than 90 principal investigators 
from the United States and 20 from 
other nations are involved in Skylab’s 
earth resources study, which involves 
the use of multispectral, optical, in­ 
frared and photographic sensors.

The club demonstration: 
here's how they're done

Can you picture your name in the 
headlines 
“County 4-H member 
named top demonstrator at the Ohio 
State Fair?’’ This 4-H member was not 
demonstrating by destroying property 
or blocking traffic but by presenting 
helpful information on the 4-H stage in 
a demonstration contest. 
The experience of giving a demon­ 
stration, or illustrated talk, serves both 
to enlighten fellow club members on 
project skills as well as develop in the 
demonstrator the ability to speak 
before a group. 
All 4-H’ers are familiar with the 
notorious anim al known as 
the 
“demonstration.” It’s a wild, wicked, 
little creature in some people’s eyes 
yet can be caught and tamed. Many 
demonstrations suffocate before they 
live out their usefulness. Some are 
destined to die as infants. Why is the 
m ortality ra te for this delicate 
creature so high? Let us examine the 
life cycle of a healthy demonstration. 
First, pick a topic — something that 
interests you about your 4-H project or 
something you want to know more 
about. It might be a subject that most 
everyone knows about. If handled 
correctly, it can be a pleasant learning 
experience for both you and your 
audience — a show-and-tell type of 
thing. Remember, there is always 
something new to learn. 
G ather inform ation about your 
demonstration. Make sure that it is 
accurate and that you know your 
reference sources. 
Once you have an idea of how you 
would like to give your demonstration, 
write up a rough outline so you know, 
more-or-less, what you’re going to say. 
Next, work on your introduction. 
This is a very, very important part of a 
demonstration. It should be an in­ 
teresting statement of purpose that 
arouses interest from your audience. 
That may sound like a pretty big order,

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but it s not. Use a catchy phrase or a 
current topic that your audience can 
relate to. Jump up and down and 
scream if you can work it into your 
demonstration. 
Now you can get down to the nitty- 
gritty; working out the body of the 
demonstration. 


AFTER YOUR INTRODUCTION, 
start at the beginning and move in a 
logical 
order. 
Work while 
you’re 
talking. It usually helps if you have 
some sort of visual aids. They should 
clearly prove your point or add im­ 
portant information to your demon­ 
stration. You should have the right 
equipment and use it correctly. Any 
charts should be neat and easy to read. 
Now you can say to yourself, “I’m 
done. I can work on my conclusion.” 
Wait! Check over your demonstration. 
Is 
it 
complete? 
Have 
you 
done 
everything that you need to prove your 
point or complete your demonstration? 
If so, go on to your conclusion. Feature 
the finished product or review im­ 
portant points. 
Now you know what you’re going to 
say and what you’re going to show in 
the end. That’s fine, but you only have 
the skelton of the animal. You have to 
give it life. 
For the first few times, just talk 
through your demonstration. Then you 
can 
work 
in 
your 
actions, 
the 
“showing” part of your demonstration. 
When you start working with your 
product, you might find 
something 
that doesn’t fit in well or maybe you 
can think of some other detail that you 
should add. Whatever the case, 
the 
idea is to practice working and talking 
at the sam e time until your demon­ 
stration runs along pretty smoothly. 
The animal is quickly approaching 
maturity. The poor thing will be 
labeled a social bore if you don’t give it 
some type of personality. 
Give your demonstration a good 
personality. Appear before your 
audience in appropriate clothing, be 
well groom ed, have the correct 
posture, etc. Smile at your audience 
and show your enthusiasm! Before you 
know it, you’ll have them eating out of 
the palm of your hand. 
Without 
thinking, you should use good gram ­ 
mar, speak clearly, and work quickly 
but in view of the audience. That’s just 
good speaking form. 
At last . . . mission accomplished! 
That illusive creature everyone knows 
as a demonstration has been captured 
and 
is 
in 
the 
process of 
being 
domesticated. It wasn’t so hard, was 
it? You’ll also discover the more 
demonstrations you give, the easier 
and the better they will become. You 
probably won’t even remember that 
ugly little animal you once thought of 
as a demonstration!

Do Not Overuse Laxatives 


I have developed colitis. For the last 
20 years I have been taking a mild 
laxative every night. 
Could the laxative be responsible 
after so many years? 
Mr. M C F., Ore. 
Dear Mr. F.: 
There are two distinct aspects of 
your letter that I will comment on. 
The 
first 
is 
the overuse 
and, 
sometimes, the abuse of laxatives or 
purgatives. 
There are people who go into a 
tailspin if they have one day’s variation 
of their normal bowel habits. Too many 
people concentrate too much on their 
“regularity.” 
Some, like yourself, insist that “only 
with 
laxatives 
can 
I 
m aintain 
regularity.” 
The result is a dependence on 
laxatives which often goes on for many 
years. The intestinal tract becomes 
sluggish and ceases to function without 
the stimulation of the laxative. 
In most instances, a change in the 
diet regime, increasing foods with 
roughage and especially increasing the 
intake of water, again regulates the 
bowel activity. 
It should be emphasized that dif­ 
ferent types of laxatives stimulate the 
bowel in different ways. It is therefore 
most important that the laxative, even 
for a very short time, be chosen by the 
doctor. 
About the colitis. This is a general 
term that is applied to many disorders 
of the small and the large intestine 
It is conceivable that certain types of 
colitis may have been caused by 
prolonged irritation by laxatives of the 
delicate lining of the bowel. The ap 


proach to your problem is, of course, 
the treatment of the colitis and a re­ 
establishment of bowel activity without 
the laxatives that you have become 
dependent on. 


I have the most excruciating pain 
between my toes. I recall that my 
mother had the same thing at my age, 
which is 49. 
Can there possibly be some inherited 
condition involved? 
Mrs. E T., Ind. 
Dear Mrs. T.: 
I doubt that there is a congenital or a 
familial disorder that accounts for 
your 
problem . 
R ather, 
I would 
speculate that this is coincidental. The 
condition certainly needs study, both 
clinically and by X ray. 
There is an unusual condition known 
as “Morton’s Neuroma,” or “ Morton’s 
Toe.” A small tumor of one of the 
nerves of the foot, usually in the web 
space between the third and fourth toe, 
can cause such severe pain. This 
usually occurs on one foot and is 
thought to be due to injury to the nerve 
Many devices have been used, with 
foam rubber padding and other 
protective means, to take pressure off 
the nerve and the small nodule that is 
on it. If this is the cause of your 
problem, surgery is effective and 
brings total relief. 
course, be ruled out before coming to 
the conclusion that you may have a 
“Morton’s Toe.”

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280 receive tuberculin skin tests 


T uberculin skin tests w ere a d ­ 
ministered to 280 employes of food 
production industries during the first 
two days of the program, it was an­ 
nounced by Mrs. Robert Goodson, 
executive secretary of the Fayette 
County T uberculosis and 
H ealth 
Association. 
Mrs. Doris Douglass, public tuber­ 
culosis health nurse, administered the 
tests to 35 employes at the Cudahy- 
Packing Co.; 135 at the Pennington 
Bread Inc., bakery; 51 at the Avoset 
plant and 
to 51 at the Sugar Creek 
Packing Co. plant. 
The skin testing program will be 
resumed Friday at the Union 76 Plaza 
at the U.S. 35-1-71 interchange. All 
employes in food handling places of 
business will be tested there between 9 
and ll a m. 
On Tuesday and Wednesday, May 15 
and 16, tests will be available to the 
general public without charge from IO 
a.m. until 4 p.m. each day at the G.C. 
Murphy Co. store. 
While the tests are offered to the 
general public, special emphasis is 
placed by the county TB and Health 
Association and the Health Depart­ 
ment on the importance of the test to 
food handlers, especially those who will 
be working in food concessions at the 
Fair in July. 
A positive reaction to the skin test 
means only that there are tuberculosis 
germs in the body and that further X- 
ray examinations by 
the personal 
physician are warranted. 
The Ohio Department of Health’s 
mobile, X-ray unit will be in the county 
on June 4, 5 and 6 to X-ray those per­ 
sons who had a positive reaction to the 
skin test. Notices have been sent to 
those persons who should come to the 
unit for X-rays. Cards have been in­ 
cluded with each notice for the person 
to present at the unit. The X-ray Unit 
will be open on Monday, June 4, 
Monday from 2 to8 p.m.; on Tuesday,

with “ after prison farm cooperatives.”

An initial squad of 140 set up a 
cooperative farm on a voluntary basis 
in the vicinity of the prison early last 
year after com pleting their sentences.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Sixty-one of 
the 83 cars entered in this year’s In­ 
dianapolis 500-mile race are powered 
by tiny four-cylinder engines smaller 
than the power plants in many compact 
passenger cars. 
But these sophisticated Offenhauser 
engines, which also have carried the 
Miller and Mayer & Drake mark for 
half a century, have been refined in the 
laboratory of auto racing. 
Herb Porter, an engineering con­ 
sultant for Goodyear Tire & Rubber 
Co., says the Offy engine is the most 


powerful, inch for inch, in history. 
Porter conducts the company’s tire and 
engine testing on a fulltime basis. 
But Porter, sometimes referred to as 
the* father of the modern Offenhauser 
engine, notes the basic engine is not all 
that powerful. 
In a 1,500-pound race car, the four- 
cylinder, 160-cubic inch engine could 
only manage about 125 miles an hour, 
Porter said. Horsepower would be near 
2(H). 
But throw on a supercharger and a 
fuel injection system, and instantly you

have about 800 horsepower and the 
potential to register a 200-mile an-hour 
lap, he said. 
Swede Savage, running with one 
Porters engines, has turned in 
197.802 lap, the fastest so far this month 
at the Indianapolis Motor Speedway. 
Savage recorded a 192.5 lap in practice 
Wednesday for the May 28 race. 
“We gel about five horsepower per 
cubic inch,” Porter said. “ If you’ve got 
that kind of horsepower out of your 
average passenger car with a 327 cubic 
inch engine, you would have about 1,600 


horsepower. We get more horsepower 
per cubic inch now than any other car 
in the history of the world. 
“While we could still get a lot more 
power, it would be a less reliable 
engine. More power is available for this 
year’s race than last year’s with a 
greater degree or reliability.” 
Winning at Indianapolis, he said, 
depends on the combination of “the 
power you can get, the power you can 
use and stay together’’ and the ability 
to complete the race on the amount of 
fuel allotted.
